any inCrmatlon concerning this matter. 

Miss MC DONALD expressed ter appreciation in the 
Bureau’s intensive Interest in this matter and said she 
would cooperate in any manner possible. 

Miss MC DONALD said there was one item which 
she thought might be pertinent but thpt she got this 
Information secondhand. 

She said that JULIUS GRIFFIN, a former SCLC 
employee who Is now working in Detroit, called her from 
Detroit the day before Drr KINQ’s death and advised her 
that he had information that six members of an organisation 
known as Breakthrough were en route from Detroit to 
Memphis. GRIFFIN told MC DONALD he did ndt know whether 
the six men were armed or not. 



Miss MC DONALD said trtt Breakthrough Is an wCa 
extreme Nazi or neo-nazi white racist organization in 1*0 
Detroit and that about two weeks before the death of 
Dr. KINQ, some representative of this group harassed Dr
